This is lay­ 
ing too much at the door of those who 
managed the meeting and made the ar­ 
rangements for the speaking In the tent.

and other. The Doctors and Mr. Chandler 
went from the carriage to the platform 
together, 
when

asked if he felt well 
He said “ye?, hut 
still I am not well,'either. 
I have 
been 
Working too hard lately.” 
Dr. Palmer 
noticed that Mr. Chandler had some difi- 
cnlty in breathing both before and after he 
spoke in the afternoon and evening. H*s 
afternoon speech 
wps characterized by 
Vigor and wit, and he seemed to be in a 
talking moi I. It was somewhat fate when 
he concluded in the afternoon, and yet he 
had not finished ais speech, and wanted 
to speak a short time in the evening. 
At the meeting in the evening he spoke 
one hour and five minutes, and did not 
appear to labor under any difficulty, except 
when he concluded he spoke of his legs 
feeling a little cold.

PARADISE REGAINED. 


T he In s tru c tiv e E xperience of a Cal* 
Ifo rn ia F am ily w h o.G ot B ack T h e ir 
Lo8t H om e. 
From the San Francisco Bulletin. 
Fifteen years ago there was a certain 
family of plain farmer folk working on 
rented land in one of tho central counties 
north af 28an Francisco Bay, and having 
been fortunate in obtaining one or two very 
good crops in seasons when the most of the 
State was a failure, they had perhaps 
twelve or fifteen thousand dollars In cash, 
teams aud implements. At this juncture 
the head of tho family, being of the restless 
Western typo, concluded that It was advis­ 
able to make money faster. {So happening 
to travel across the lower Bin Joaquin in 
the early spring of a wTct season, he was 
charmed, and forthwith rented, tor a term 
of years, a large tract of land in tl at valley, 
paying cash rent. There was a good crop 
the first year, but three sues' isivc failures 
followed. 
Then a halt crop came, and more 
laiiures. Hoping 
against 
hope, 
they 
stayed, uuable to leave, unwilling 
to 
acknowledge a mistake, until every dolhr 
was gone. 
This was in 1871, the process 
of losing all they had having taken seven 
years. There were five 
children, 
the 
oldest a girl capable of teaching school, 
three boys old enough to earn men's 
wages, 
and 
a 
little 
girl. 
The 
oldest 
daughter 
ob’.a*ned 
a 
school in an adj lining county, and made* 
regular reraiUances’home. The boys sought 
work, but everything in tho neighbor­ 
hood wes at a standstill. The fattier, noon 
whom successive 
misfortune! had told 
heavily, went to the ncart it town and 
sold his rifle, saddle, and keome long treas­ 
ured valuables. Then, harm rung up their 
only team they left the barren pl ice, 
called by courtesy a farm. 
Night after night as they sat about the 
roaring camp fires they asked esc i other: 
“ What shall wedo?” A ttest the mother 
."poke, with a woman’s keen tom e love 
aud longing, es one night they camped :u 
the dry bell of a stream, near a shaggy 
peak, above a valley of fertile farms. “ We 
are wandering withe, at a motive,' she said.
